Yet Salk Vaccine Dumped 


When Dr. Jonus Salk 
polio, the nation applauded hi

While It is true the new vaccine 
has curbed the number of cases, 
pollo Is still in our midst. Last 
year there were seven cases of 
pollo in the Peoria area during 
September, This month in Peo- 
ria 11 suspected cases of polio 
have been reported; one resulted 
In death, This is proof that pollo 
is still a definite reality. 

The SCOUT called on Dr. Fred 
Long, City Health Officer, to find 
the role polio plays today. It was

Dr. Long pointed out that white 
the Salk vaceine plays a major 
role in controlling paralysis, 1 is 
not the anwwer alone.

we misunderstood our neighbors. To the residents of this 

area, Bradley causes definite hardships, They have their 

drives blocked by student cars and the streets often become 
conyested. 


Even with these conditions existing, the majority of these 
people didn't protest our expansion. They are the ones who 
make allowances and accept our growing pains. 


On the other hand, when 15 area merchants unify in 
protest against us, it is timy lo speculate. Does our parking 
problem extend to their area? Keeping in mind that this 
area is already zoned for two hour parking, are we to assume 
that Bradley students spend only two hours on the campus, 
then run back and move to mother parking place? The other 
possibility existing is that Peoria has an inefficient parking 
Violation system, Any student once seeing the little white 
Sheet of paper under his windshield wiper blade can contest 
this fable. 


This still doesn't account for the merchant's protest. 14 
makes us wonder if we are wanted, but here again this can't 
be the answer because they still smile when they sell us 
something. 

We may hive had the answer if they had come to see us 
personally. The Board uf Trustees and administration are 
sincerely interested in any and all suggestions. An invitation 
could have been extended to attend one of the merchants’ 
meetings... but as it turned out, the answer chosen was to 
introduce the petition amid charges of mis-administration.

Cost of Expansion 


While the Zoning Board allowed the University to build 
the now four story: men's dorm, Bradley is obligated to furnish 
purking facilities for each room of the dorm, Needless to say, 
this runs in the neighborhood of 80 spaces. 

If any faith can be put in averages, this is far above the 
‘actual number needed for residents in the new dorm. Nor 
was the University allowed to provide additional parking else- 
where on the campus, but was required to provide it in the 
immediate area, 

The cost to Bradley for this requirement will be roughly 
$1,000 per car. This ix a steep pr sion and 
4 harsh financial handicap on the Un 

Undoubtedly this will influence future expan: 
question arises, can Bradley expand at all? We 
Announced ambitious plains in this area, but will we be able 
to afford them when we must pay to grow 

Many city universities have had to face this problem, 
but have solved their problems by working in conjunction 
with city officials, There will undoubtedly have to be clarifi- 
cation and study by both Bradley and city officials. Judging 
rom past cooperation we have received from the City of 
Peoria, the solition will come from the unified efforts of the 
city and University. 


Question for Court? 


In recent Senute action, Speaker of the Senate 
Slavens said he would refuse to seat Senators Jo Billy Mc 
and Roy Miller since they were members of the Supret 
Court. 

While Speaker Slavens was right in theory, we can't 
understand his uction. Unfortunately, the Constitution does 
not refer to a problem of this type to any specific degree 
It does not state a senator may not serve on the Supreme 
Court. It, on the other hand, does imply a division of power. 
The ond result ix the need for an interpretation of the 
Constitution. 

Here the Constitution is quite specific. Article III, Sec 
tion 2-B, states that, the Supreme Court shall have the 
right and power to: ... decide cases arising from questions 
of constitutionality, 

No on can doubt Speaker Slavens’ sincerit nor the f 
that he is right in his belief, but it is the duty of the Supreme 
Court to decide the matter. If student government is to oper- 
ate on, the campus, each branch of the government must func- 
tion in the proper role designated to it 

Senators McDade and Miller were appointed to the Court 
by President Rick Rademacher and approved by the Senate. 
During this time little, if any, mention was made concerning 
their membership on the Senate. 

Tt would appear that Speak 
close the gate after the cow got out. No member of the court 
should sit in the Senate condueting § affairs, and by the 
same token, no senator should conduct court affairs. 

Speaker Slavens has stated that he will stand by his de- 
cision ard place himself up for impeachment if necessary, 
Should he be impeached, this would be « loss the Senate can 
ill-tfford us he has shown strength in his beliefs.

After all, Dean Gault was fac 
ulty chairman of Homecoming for 
the first sixteen years of {ts 
modern inception on the Bradley 
campus. And from his thirty. 
seven seasons on the Hilltop he 
can recall many of the Homecom- 
Ings of the past with a twinkle 
In his eye and chuckle in his 
throat. 


Dean Gault was, in a way, the 
father of Homecoming at Brad. 
Jey. Prior to his arrival on the 
Bradley campus in 1921, Home 
coming was a dinner held in the 
cafeteria, The cafeteria was lo- 
cated in the basement of Bradley 
Hall 


It was In 1923, with Gault as 
faculty advisor, that the Bradley 
student body started to branch 
‘out in thelr Homecoming activi- 
tles. Three events were included 
In that year's Homecoming activi 
Hes. 








One~a hobo parade. This be 
came a regular Saturday morn: 
ing feature of Homecoming for 
many years until Just prior to 
World ‘War Il. Students attired 
In thelr most ragged garb, pa- 
raded the downtown streets, 


Two—House decorations, This, 
too, became n regular feature of 
Homecoming activity at Bradley 
until a few years ayo when stu 
dents voted to drop house decs in 
favor of parade floats, Last year 
they returned to the house decs 
and dropped the parade, 


Three—a skating party. Insti 
tute, a boulevard that extended 
from Main Stréet to Bradley Ave- 
nue, had just been paved in the 
fall of 1923. The students roped 
off the street and held a giant 
rollerwkating party. What hap 
pened to the roller-skating par 
tles? Who knows! 


In 1924, Dean Gault’s Home. 
coming committee came up with 
the idea of stunt shows, ‘This 
idea blossomed into the true 
money-making scheme of Home- 
coming at Bradley. It grew to 
two nights, then three nights and 
even moved downtown to the 
stage of the Palace Theater when 
Bradley Hall's auditorium wan 
too small to hold the crowds, 
But the downtown area soon 
failed because it lacked the eam-

Selection Of New Pope 
Undertaken In Rome

Upon the death of the Pope the Dean of the College of Cardinals, 


after being assured by the attending 


physicians that the Pope 1s 


dond, must stand over the body and three times eal the Pontitt 


by his family name. 


‘This being done, the Cardinal along with at- 


tending physicians and a notary sign the death certificate of the Pope. 

Then the Dean of the College of Cardinals takes charge of 
seoing that the properties of the Vatican are accounted for and 
notifying the Cardinals of the world that the Pope is dead and to 
come ta Rome for the election of a new Supreme Pontiff. 


jeanwhile, the Cardinals whose 
offices require residence in Rome, 
s would apply to Samuel Card- 
inal Stritch had he llved, meet 

ally in Rome to take care of the 
destruction of the Fisherman's 
Ring, the Pope’s symbol of Office, 
along with the die for the Pope's 
personal Seal. This prevents the 














future forging of Papal docu- 
ments. 
‘This group also appoints a 


committee of two Cardinals to 
take care of the needs of the con- 
clavists. These two Cardinals rec- 
ognize those to be admitted to the 
conclave, supervise the sealing 
off of the conclave area, the con- 
struction of the cells within, actu- 
ally small apartments, assign the 
attending Cardinals to their 
apartments, and lastly fix a date 
for the conclave. 








‘The apartments are in a walled 
oft n of the Papal Palace 
Immediately! adjacent to the Sis- 
tine Chapel, The 52 attending 
Sardinals will reside In this sec- 
He * palace and vote by 
secret Ballot In the Chapel 











Each member of the College 
of Cardinals 1s allowed to bring 
Into the conclave with him two 
ndants, elther clergy or lay- 
1. Once Inside no one is allow: 
ed to leave and all outside com 
munteation Is cut off until the 
w Pope has been chosen. Only 
In the case of serious illness is 
‘one allowed to leave and then 














only after the illness Js certified 
by three attending physicians. 
Once one has left, he is not read- 


mitted to the conclave. 


The required number of votes 
to decide who is to be the new 
pontiff is two-thirds of the at- 
tending Cardinals plus one extra 
vote In the candidate's favor. This 
twothirds plus one majority elim: 
inates the possibility of a Card. 
inal electing himself by his own 
vote. Previow a candidate 
won by an even two-thirds ma- 













er 
Jority vote tedious checking was 
required to see that he had not 
voted for himself. The late Pope 
Pius X11 was responsible for the 
majority increase to the present 
twothirds plus one. By Canon 
Law a Cardinal Is not permitted 
to vote for himself, 

During the conclave two bal- 
lots are taken each morning and 
evening until a new Pope ts chos- 
en by the required majority. 
When a ballot fails to bring re- 
sults the ballots are burned in a 
stove, presently missing, with 
damp straw which produces a 
heavy black smoke. When this 
smoke is emitted from the chim: 
ney atop the Sistine Chapel It 1s 
a signal to the people gathered 
in St. Peter’s Square that the bal- 
loting is still going on. 

When a ballot finally brings a 
decision the ballots are burned 
alone emitting white smoke sig- 
nifying to thase outside that a 
new Supreme Pontiff has been 
chosen. 

Pope Pius XI, Eugenio Pac- 
celll, was the first Pope in over 
200 years to have been elected on 
the first ballot. The same phen- 
omena 1s not expected to happen 
on the 25th of October when the 
Cardinals are to go Into conclave. 

In imitation of St. Peter's 
change of name, the Pope elect 
takes another name. The name 
chosen by the Pope-lect has lit- 
tle slgnificance tn itself and is 
purely a personal choice. Eugenio 
Cardinal Paccelli, then Pope-elect 
chose his Papal Name, Pius, be 
cause he was of Royal Roman 
Blood and Pius happens to be an 
ancient Roman name. 

Spoken of as a very likely non- 
Italian candidate for the Papacy 
would be Gregory Peter XV Card- 
inal Agagianian, Patriarch of Clc- 
ila of the Armenians. He is gen- 
erally considered one of the best 
brains of the Church and the 
Church's top expert on the Middle 
East and Communism,

The world is shrinking at a rapid rate with the coming 
of jet aircraft and nuclear power; the result is obvious 
much closer proximity of foreign nations and the inevitable 
language clashes of this new-found interdependency. Corpo- 
rations are forming foreign subsidiaries, international student 
exchanges are increasing in scope, common market areas are 
being formed and a host of other inter-twining events are un- 
folding. 

One such event is the opening of the St. Lawrence Sea. 
way. The Seaway has greatly facilitated inter-American 
trade, and its implications are an ever-increasing affiliation 
with South Ameri Almost the whole of South America is 
“under-developed” by our standards, and the brink of its de- 
velopment lies before us, The United States will of necessity 
play a large part in the development of South America, but 
@ prerequisite is going to be international understunding, fa 
cilitated by a knowledge of their language and vice-versa. 

This problem has been recognized by Russia, who hax 
had much success in both their diplomatic and economic rela- 
tionships with South America due to the excellent language 
training of their delegates, whether they be ambassadors or 
mechanic-instructors, We must face the fact that change and 
positive influence are impossible without mutual understand 
ing and ease of expression, 

Fourteen hours of a language, say Spanish, is a 
price to pay for an extra continent full of job opportunit 
not to mention the more harmonious international relati 
ships that would result from a concentrated effort on lan- 
guages. Someone hus to do it, and it's not too late for us. 


Senate . . . Questionable 


“To be or not to be this seems to be the question 
facing the Student Senate. Whether to become an efficient 
working body or to become helplessly entangled in petty issues 
and glittering generalities is the question the Bradley legis- 
lators must answer. 

Recognizing the Senate's need for organization and tech- 
nical tools, it would appear that they could at least make use 
of what they now have. For all their plodding and endless 
discussion, what have they done for the over-all student body? 
This brings up the question, is the Senate vital to Bradley? 

Some of the Senators serve us leaders for campus ac- 
tivities and functions, but many of these same students would 
act in the same capacity if asked to by the school. These stu- 
dents are the ones who enjoy achievements and do a good job 
with or without the title of Senator. Having served on the 
Senate does look good on the record, but it is unfortunate that 
the record doesn’t list accomplishments. 

If we are to have a Student Senate, let's have just that 
and not a show case to display parliamentary knowledge. 
Should this knowledge be considered more important, then 
why not give one hour credit and stop pretending. 

Should the Senate ever stop and take stock of their posi- 
tion, they might find (1) the Senate at the present time bene- 
fits a very small percentage of the students at this schoo 
(2) it has failed to recognize it's potential as a leadership 
group; and (3) there are many areas in which the Senate 
could, through effective use of committeees, exercise a con- 
Structive influence throughout the student body. 

_It is up to the Senate to prove that they have a place 
of importance on the campus. . . and now is a good time 
to prove that they do play a major role rather than the lead 
role of « comedy.

ernment. may well continue with 
the policy of these men but the 
doep tragedy is that they must 
pay with thelr lives for the po- 
litical immaturity of a revolu- 
Uonary government which must 
have violence and death to attain 
and to retain power.”

Heard of a Russian farmer that 
was shot to death, He was taking 
a poll in his area to see how many: 
wanted to revolt. The farmer was 
gathering evidence for the legi=

that similar Masters’ theses, and Masters’ degrees, are within reach 
of 9 good many Bradley students who might pass the opportunity by 


for lack of information. 


To be admitted to graduate 
school one must first have a 
bachelors’ degree from any ac- 
credited school. Next, he must 
have a 45 overall grade-point 
average with a 5.0 average in his 
chosen fleld, Generally, 18:24 se 
mester hours are required for a 
Masters’ degree in the specific 
field of study, depending upon 
the departmental requirements, 
Dean Lepley stated that the max- 
imum tme allowed to secure a 
Masters’ degree is five years, 


As for Theses, various schools 
and departments of the Univer- 
sity determine for themselves 
whether the thesis shall be re 
quired. At Bradley, the schools 
of Art, Business Administration 
and Chemistry require a thesis, 


The following degrees are of- 
fered at Bradley; Master of Arts 
in art, education, psychology or 
speech; Master of Science in 
chemistry, education or industrial 
education; Master of Business 
Administration in general busi- 
ness, accounting or marketing; 
Master of Sclence In civil en- 
ginoering. industrial engineering 
or mechanical engineering. Grad- 
uate courses are also offered in 
English, history, _mathematles,

ing the future of higher 


nla has acquired an enviable 
academic reputation, largely. be 
cause the existence of many fine 
Juntor colleges in California has 
permitted the University of Call: 
fornia to accept only high school 
graduates with a scholastic aver- 
age of B ot higher in collexe pre 
Paratary courses. In Hiinols, how- 
ever, our state Institutions have 
to accept almost every high 
school graduate who wishes to 
enroll, As a result, many of the 
professors and graduate assist- 
ants teaching at our state univer. 
sities are wasting tlme, space, 
and money on mediocre and in- 
ferior students until they can be 
“flunked out” in the freshman 
or sophomore years, Academical- 
ly, therefore, the development of 
Junior colleges in Minols would 
Permit us to raise the academic 
standards at our State Univer- 
sity to a level which would make 
It second to none In the nation. 

1. The increased costs of high- 
er education should be partially 
covered at both public and pri 
vate universities by Increased 
tuition fees for those students 
who can afford it. The opposition 
of our tax-supported Institutions 
to Increase student fees Is unjus- 
tiffed and unnecessary. If we 
are going to require everybody to 
attend college, as we do element: 
ary and secondary schools, then 

ere should be no tuition feos 
charged by ‘ur tax-supported 
universities. However, If we wish 
to continue higher education as 
an opportunity for the well. 
qualified, then {t is only reason- 
able to expect these students and 
their parents to pay a fair share 
of the cost of higher education 
from which they receive substan- 
tial personal benefita in the fu- 
ture, Although some of the pri- 
vately endowed colleges and uni- 
5 must cover as much as 
of their operating costs 
from student fees, It is not un- 
reasonable to expect the students, 
at tax-supported universities to

on to evaluate these needs on 
an objective basis than is the 
Board of Trustees of Brailey, 
‘Chicago, Minols, Southern, or any 
other existing Board In the State 
of Minois. 

7. We also recommend that a 
‘thorough study be made by an 
impartial agency of the costs of 
higher education in Tilinols. Each 
year Bradley University makes a 
thorough cost analysis of the 
operation of each department of 
the university. Insofar as we can 
determine, very few institutions 
of higher earning make similar 
studies, Although thera are prob- 
ably good reasons for the average 
operating costs of taxsupported 
universities in Tlinols to run as 
high as $2,600 per student (com- 
pared with Bradley's $1,000 per 
student), or for one tax-support- 
ed institution to have a fulltime 
emplayee Un all categories) for 
each two and one-half students 
as compared with Bradley's ratio 
of one to eight, we belleve that 
these differences should be atud- 
led very carefully, particularly 
since public funds are involved. 

As part of such n cost analysis, 
it will certainly become apparent 
that our colleges and universities 
are not using thelr existing fa 
cilities to maximum capacity. 
This Is due partly to the small 
upper division and graduate 
classes which could be enlarged 
at very little Increase in cost by 
admitting more junior graduates, 
and also by using our facilities 
more fully at other times of the 
day, week, and year. For example, 
there are many hours in the late 
afternon and evening, as well 
on Saturday and during the sum- 
mer, when the classrooms and 
laboratories of our institutions 
of higher Jearning are not being 
used to full capacity, Despite the 
desire of most college students to 
have all thelr classes only in the 
morning on Monday through Fri- 
day, this Is nelther educationally

The question of what, if any-

sult, according to Rademacher: 
“Little progress has been evi- 
dent.” Publication of a student 
leader directory was called for. 
He says we “have not seen one.”

He points out that the Senate's 
soclal event—a dance—is to be 
held tomorrow, They have, how- 
ever, abandoned the idea. 


Rademacher also emphasizes

Time For A Change? 


Rick Rademacher, in his Tuesday address to members of 
the Student Senate, put in a healthy plug for a new abbrevi- 
ated constitution, which divides student government into two 
bodies instead of the present three. And there are those, 
though perhaps few in number, who feel a new and simpler 
constitution is definitely needed. Many others, including the 
forces who guide the vote in Senate, disagree. 

Students not connected with campus government argue 
that the Senate has done nothing but pass bill and adopt 
resolutions this year. No one can deny that the; ht. 

But what few of us know is that all the Sen 
posed to do, under the Federation constitution, is 
The Executive branch, a rather bulky conglomeration of vari- 
ous departments and secretaries, is supposed to put into being 
what the Senate decrees. In other words, they’re to do the 
legwork. In some instances they have done so; in others, 
they have not. 

Obviously, something is wrong. Maybe it’s a lack of 
communication between the two branches; maybe it’s a lack 
of interest on the part of those who are opposed to the pr 
ent setup. Maybe it’s both. 

Granted, the present form of student government here is 
still in its infancy. And, of course, many kinks still have to 
be ironed out. A better communications system is definitely 
needed. 

The President, for example, is to sign all legislation 
passed by the Senate before it becomes effective. As yet, 
he has gotten none to sign, all of which means, by the Fed- 
eration constitution, that nothing the Senate has passed is 
official. 

That is, Rat Court, certainly a worthwhile effort to pick 
up school spirit, the Supreme Court, the many departments 
and agencies and the approval of financial appropriations, 
to name but a few, just never happened. 

Perhaps this is being a bit ridiculous, although really 
no more so than the communications disorders in the Federa- 
tion. 


But, again, the Federation is barely more than a semes- 
ter old. Some think it's proven itself; others think it’s des- 
tined to flop. Perhaps next Spring's elections will be more 
important than we now realize.

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National Campus Study Shows 
Loans Replace Scholarships 


One per cent of the nation’s colleges and universities account 
for fifty per cent of all the loans made to students by institutions 
of higher education. This fact was disclosed in a study made public 
today by The College Life Insurance Company of America. 


Harvard led in the amount 
loaned in the school year with 
$825,000. The University of Mich- 
igan, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and University of 
Denver followed in that order. 

The largest number of loans, 
3,621, was made by Michigan 
State. The University of Texas 
and University of Florida were 
next high. 

At California State Polytech- 
nic College loans were made to 
42% of the students and at the 
University of Oregon to 38%. 

Highest average loan was $612 
at MILT, The four year maxi- 
s from $200 at 
of Colorado to 











$3,300 at MILT. 
These loan activity figures are 
very significant, according to 


John Burkhart, President of Col- 
lege Life. They clearly indicate, 
he stated, the beginning of a 
trend away from scholarships, 
the traditional method of student 
help. 

Scholarships, however, remain 
the present chief source of funds 
for students and the figures sug- 
gest that they will remain so for 
a long time to come. 

At the University of Chicago, 
the number of — scholarships 
awarded was equal to 45% of 
the undergraduate enrollment. 
Fifty-two per cent of the grad- 
uate students at this same school 
were receiving fellowships. 

Part time employment is an- 
other major means of student as- 
sistance, Ohio State alone paid 
out more than $3,700,000 for all 





types of student services. 

Burkhart stated that much in- 
terest surrounded the new Fed- 
eral program enacted in the clos- 
ing days of the last Congress. 
Many observers believe that ex- 
isting programs, plus new 
planned programs, will adequate- 
ly handle all needs and that the 
intervention by the Federal Goy- 
ernment is not needed. Resist- 
ance to Federal programs cen- 
rs around fears that such as- 
ce will lead to dangerous 
controls. 

Other students of the problem 
feel that the financial needs of 
both the students and the col- 
leges in the surging enrollments 
that will characterize the decade 
ahead can be met only by large 
scale Federal expenditures

Finally --- We'll Have A Choice! 


From all indications, there will be at least two candidates 
for each office listed on the ballot come election time this 
Spring. On paper, and in reality, this is, of course, a good 
thing. 

But, with so much political maneuvering going on this 
early in the semester, we wonder what’s actually going to 
happen at the polls on that far off election day. 


So far, the Vets and Indees have combined in an effort 
to break the Greek domination of campus elections. Just a 
few years back, one Jack Gillespie organized the Independ- 
ents, politically, and determined to beat those hated Greeks. 
The Greeks, however, pooled their strength and out-balloted 
the Indees, keeping control of Student Senate and class offices, 
not to mention numerous minor campus positions, 


By 1957, the Indees had dropped out of the election pic- 
ture, but there was a split in the Greek ranks, with eight 
of the houses joining forces with the Vets’ Club. This “United 
Students” party, after much carefully planned campaigning, 
swept through the elections, taking 17 of 23 offices. And, in 
the process, such then political powers as Sigma Chi, Delta 
Upsilon, Theta Chi, Pi Beta Phi and Chi Omega plunged to 
defeat. 


Perhaps one of the most important outcomes of that 
election was the strong political emergence of Sigma Nu. 
For three of the more prominent men in campus politics, 
Phil Kronenberg, Paul Slavens and Don Messmer wear the 
Sigma Nu pin. With these three, and brother Roy Olson as 
IFC president, Sigma Nus find themselves in the enviable 
position of being able to make their influence felt this cam- 
paign, 

So what's going to happen this year? Well, Greek po- 
litical bosses are busily claiming their machine is unified and 
there's no danger of a split among the ranks. 








It's no secret that Moose Goldin and other members of 
the Vet-Indee political committee would like to make a deal 
with some of the Greek houses. However, they seem to be 
confident they can beat most any opposition, with or with- 
out Greek support. Whether they can or not remains to be 
seen. 

Some feel that the new Progressive party leaders have 
too many irons in the political fire as they seek Greek sup- 
port. They're afraid the Progressives will find up out on a 
limb with no support other than their own. Again, their top 
men feel they can win without outside help. 

Bucking an all-Greek coalition may be 
Goldin and his cohorts realize, however. Few, 
would have the courage to bolt their party 
Progressive backing. 

That leaves the Progressives with only non-Greeks to 
choose candidates from. For the most part, these people 
would have no “name” in campus affairs. Their two most 
likely candidates, and perhaps the only two with a “name” 
in Bradley politics, would be Dick Wagner and Roy Miller. 
As things now stand, a unified Greek party would probably 
be terrified at the thought of backing either, leaving those 
two with only the Progressive party for voting help. That 
may not be enough. 

But there’s a long time until election day. Maybe the 
Progressives will win their battles for some Greek support, 
although that’s now no more than a remote possibility. May- 
be they'll win the election without Greek support. That's 
pretty remote, too, however. 

_ But deals can be made and votes swayed. The Progres- 
sives are sure they can win, although they know they'll have 
to fight hard, with or without help. 


The Greeks are confident, too. At any rate, student 
yoters will finally have a choice at the polls.

At present the Vets’ 
are campaigning for money for 
the Youth Farm from small busi- 
ness concerns in the area. 


Dick even manages to get en- 
thusiastic about his job as games 
desk attendant which occupies 20 
to 30 hours of his time a week. 
Getting to know people easily 
seems to be second nature with 
Dick, as he chats with many stu- 
dents during his working hours 
at the Center. 

A better than average student, 
Dick believes that Bradley Is com- 
ing up scholastically.

DEAR EDITOR, 

I was happy to see the begin- 
nings of a controversy concern- 
ing the Honor System, and par- 
ticularly in regard to its effect 
on reducing cheating. 

Having great interest in the 
subject, and desiring to see the 
system adopted on campus, 1 
started the faculty as well as the 
students thinking about it and 
discussing it, watching with in- 
terest the reactions and argu- 
ments presented for or against 
the system. I find it appropriate 
now to give a summary of what 
has thus far come to my atten- 
tion. 

Three points have been raised 
by the opposition: 

1. The Honor System will not 
reduce cheating. 

2. The Honor System will not 
work at Bradley because we do 
not have the tradition. 

3. The students will refuse to 
“squeal” on each other. 

Let us see if the objections 
raised here can be answered. To 
the first I say that the statement 
is simply untrue. In an article 
in the June, 1956 issue of the 
Journal of Bxperimental Educa- 
tion we read the following: 
“After five years of testing an

University, rates of cheating (of 
four specific types) were reduced 
by 63% .. . Similarly the aver. 
age magnitude of cheating was 
less.” Thus we have some clear 
evidence that cheating would be 
reduced if the Honor System is 
adopted. 

AS TO THE second point, 1 
admit that it is true that tradi 
tion is important. But it is also 
true that unless we start the 
tradition, we shall never have it 
‘Traditions of 50 or 100 years are 
not created over night. I admit 
that in the first few years of the 
transition period the going will 
be rough. But I belleve that the 
reward will be well worth the 
effort. 

The third point is, In my opin- 
ion, the only serious objection 
presented against the Honor Sys- 


tem. However, this objection sus- 
tains only if we retain the same 
attitude toward cheaters that the 






















































majority of us have at present. 
As far as I can gather, the pre 
vailing attitude now is that if one ~ 

can cheat and “get away with it)” Soo 
then one is rather smart and al- 
most deserves a congratulation 
on his “cleverness.” 

As mature men and women, 
however, we know deep in our 
hearts that this Is wrong. We 
know that there can be no com: 
promise of an honorable conduct. 
We have chosen to seek the truth, 
and have, therefore, implicity and 
explicitly agreed that no end, 
however important or desirable it 
may be, justifies the use of dis: 
honorable means for its achieve. 
ment. 

PUT DIFFERENTLY, if and 
when we adopt the Honor Sys: 
tem, it will be as though we are 
playing a game with certain ac 
cepted rules, one of which is to_ 
turn in any cheater who happens 
to break the rules intentionally, 
thus dishonoring himself. Viewed 
in this manner, those that are en: 
forcing the system are not spy: 
ing, but are protecting it, as well 
as your honor and mine from 
any possible infringement. 

In addition to the great pres: 
tige that the University and its 
faculty and students will enjoy. 
by adopting the Honor System, 
cheating will be reduced and, we 
hope, all but eliminated. The 
Honor Code will not be limited to 
classroom activities, but will ex 
tend to various aspects of out 
daily life, Thus cheating, steal 
ing or breaking one’s word of 
honor would be violations of thé 
Honor Code spirit. Moreover, ex 
perience has shown that this spi 
it, once adopted and carried 0} 
in college, lasts throughout lift 
This would be a proud possessi 
of Bradley students where 
they go. 
It is my sincere hope that suc 
a system receives the app! 
and support of the majority 
the student body.

Col. Perry Explains Cadet Shortag 


By HOWARD FIELDS 

This year there has been a 
noticeable decline in the number 
of cadet officers in the AFROTC 
program at Bradley. 

One of the duties of the cadet 
officer Is to serve as squadron 
leader or flight leader. Last year 
a few sophomeres served as 
flight leaders because of the 
shortage of cadet officers. 

This year, however, the scene 
is reversed. There are very few 
officers serving as flight leaders, 


most of the leaders being sopho- 
more cadets. 

In an interview Monday, Col. 
B, A. Perry, professor of air 
science, attributed the present 
problem of shortage of cadet of- 
ficers to the resentment of the 
junior and senior students of the 
change in requirements made by 
the Air Force two years ago. 

Two years ago, the cadet of- 
ficer going mto pilot or navigat- 
ing training was required to sign 
up for three years of service after 


graduation, one year of training, 
one year of advance training, and 
one year of duty. 

The Air Force, however, didn’t 
feel it could afford to train cadets 
for such a short period of time. 

They then changed the require- 
ments to five years of service — 
one of training and four of duty. 

The junior and senior students 
who were acquainted with the 
three year requirement felt r- 
sentment of the extra years they 
would be required to serve, Perry 


said. Thus they didn’t go into the 
advance corps, causing the pres- 
ent shortage. 

The present situation is not only 
true of Bradley, but of all the 
schools in the United States of- 
fering AFROTC. 

This situation isn’t true of the 
non-flying cadets. The required 
three years of service has remain- 
ed the same for them. The num- 
ber of non-flying cadets at Brad- 
ley also has remained the same 
as previous years. 





Perry added, however, that 
forsees improvement in the prob-

He sald that because the pres- 
ent freshmen and sophomores 
were not here when only three 
years were required, they would 
have no resentment towards the 
five year requirement for pilot 
and navigating cadets.

Suleiman was sharply ques 
tioned by Senate members as to 
the merits and pitfalls of the 
honor system. The honor system 
requires that students turn in 
anyone they see cheating, no mat- 
ter who he is, Joe Napoli asked 
Suleiman if he seriously thought 
that “you could turn in a sorority 
sister or close friend,” Suleiman 
retorted “If you had enough guts 
you could.” 





Under the new system “a per- 
son couldn't into school un- 
less they sign" a pledge to up- 
hold the honor code, stated Ed 
King.

Drops To 4034 


Bradley’s second semester en- 
rollment took a sharp drop from 
first semester figures, but still 
emained higher than the cor- 
responding period last year. 

Figures released late last week 
from Dean of Admissions Orville 
Nothdurft's office show a total 
present enrollment of 4,034. This 
number is 300 shy of the 4,334 
enrolled during the first semester 
ofthis year, and represents a 6.8 
per cent drop. 

Bradley continues its year by 
year growth, however, as this 
semester enrollment is an even 
200 higher than the second se- 
mester last year. 

Although a complete break- 
down of the enrollment has not 
yet been made, Nothdurft said 
3,190 of the students are enrolled 
i nday school and the remaining 
844 In night school.

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Lincoln Library -- Expansion, 
Growth Aid Students 


By JOHN UPSON 

In the wake of the physical recognition which took place recently, 
the facilities of the Lincoln Library have been greatly expanded 
to handle the ever-incrasing demands of students and faculty. 


How many of us have ever 
taken time to consider the real 
significance of having a well- 
organized campus library? We 
often think of the library only in 
terms of a place to consult refer- 
ence material, or to go for a few 
hours of quict study. 

‘These concepts of our library's 
value are only a small portion of 
the benefits to be found there, 
Bradley's Lincoln Library offers 
a great variety of services, many 
of which cannot be found on 
other university campuses. 

For example, Bradley's Lincoln 
Collection is the most complete 
of any to be found in any campus 
or public library in the nation. 
Indeed, our library facilities have 
been consulted by Lincoln schol- 
ars for many years. 

Among the most recent innova- 
tions brought about by Director 
of the Library, Robert M. Light- 
foot, Jr., is a typing room open 
to student use. This room is on 
the ground floor and was former- 
ly occupied by the Business 
Machine classes, 

Students may bring their type- 
writers there to work on term 
papers or other written assign- 
ments. 

Perhaps one of the most val- 
uable though intangible — 
services the library renders con- 
cerns the accredation given the 
University. Bradley’s rating de- 
pends in no small way upon the 
extent and facilities of its library. 

Lightfoot said there has been 
a 75 percent increase in the num- 
ber of new books cataloged dur- 
ing the period from July to De- 
cember, 1958, in comparison with 
the number cataloged for the 
same period the year before. 

Furthermore, some 27,274 books 
have been circulated during the 
most recent period analyzed, 
while only 16,419 books were cir- 
culated in a comparable period 
the year before. Clearly, this is 
an indication of the tremendous 
increase of student demands up- 
on library facilities. 

There is a microfilm library of 
the New York Times dating back 
to 1900 on file. It is presently 
being extended back to 1880, and

Diaries of American teenagers 
have become inner sanctums of 
feelings and thoughts hidden 
from parental, kid sister or kid 
brothers knowledge. 

During World War II, a Ger- 
man teenager, Anne Frank, kept 
a diary. Her observations about 
life a Jewish girl at that his- 
toric moment have given anima- 
tion and potency to Hitler's rav- 
ing words, “anti-Semiticism.” 

Bradley University Theater, dl- 
dected by Robert Cagle, is now 
in rehearsal for the 1956 Pulitzer 
Prize winning play, “The Diary 
of Anne Frank,” by Goodrich and 
Hackett, which will open here 
Wednesday, March 11. 

TIME IS exerting a pressure on 
the thespians, as there are but 23 
days between last week’s closing 
of "Mr. Roberts” and the opening 
of "The Diary of Anne Frank." 

The play, with a cast of 10, puts 
eight people almost permanently 
on the stage throughout the two 
acts of the play.

Kronenberg stated that the 
Board of Control “just deals with 
the policy problems of the stu- 
dent publications." The Scout 
sets Its own policy, so the move 
would be against the best inter- 
ests of “freedom of the press,” 
Kronenberg announced. 

After further debate on the 
other posts Messmer’s amend- 
ments were defeated, with the 
exception of the Speaker of Sen- 
ate position. 

Jane Hilton's proposed amend: 
ment to change the by-laws to 
combine the offices of secretary 
and treasurer in the Freshman, 
Sophomore, Junior and Senior 
classes was also defeated by the 
Senate. Vince Bushmiller said 
the “job of treasurer was too big 
to combine into two jobs.” 

A person wouldn't have time 
to take notes at every meeting 
as secretary and arrange for 
dances, caps and gowns, class 
funds, etc., at the same time as 
treasurer.

Mike Suleiman very definitely feels that his Honor Sys- 
tem can work at Bradley without too much trouble. He is 
quick to admit, however, that the necessary transition period 
might be rather troubled as students and faculty alike ad- 
just to the new code. ‘ 

The Honor System actually represents quite a change 
in campus ways. All of a sudden, students will have in their 
hands the power to start proceedings that might lead to the 
suspension of another student for alleged cheating. In many 
instances, the only “evidence” would be one individual’s accu- 
sation of another's cheating. The accused, of course, will 
be quick with a vigorous denial. Then what happens? It’s 
the word of one student against that of another. 

Suleiman told the Student Senate last week that “a per- 
son couldn’t get into school unless they sign” a pledge to 
uphold the honor code. This seems a little silly. It would 
be ridiculous to refuse a student admission to the University 
simply because he, for any reason at all, was against signing 
the pledge. es. A 

What's to prevent one from signing the pledge. to gain 
admission to school and then refusing to abide by it? Per- 
haps he has no intentions of cheating. Perhaps he only 
disagrees with the System in principal. Then what happens 
to him? 

‘And, of course, there’s always the possibility that stu- 
dents simply won't turn in their fellow classmates for cheat- 
ing. The code could backfire and allow cheating to run ram- 












nt. : 

ys Actually, though, we feel that the Honor System might 
work at Bradley. But it doesn’t seem like a ¥ idea to 
merely have the various governing bodies approve it and 
say, “The Honor System is now in effect. The students are 
on their own. Don’t cheat.” i 

Instead, it would seem better to give this system a trial 
run for at least a year, maybe two, but on a small scale. 
Perhaps one department from each college could initiate this 
system next September and test it over the year. Maybe 
it would be better to have just one or two departments 
attempt to operate for a time with he Honor System. 

In this way, student and University officials could ob- 
serve the Honor Code in action, without leaving the door 
open to scholastic chaos.

Slavens Answers Snodgrass 


DEAR EDITOR: 


It seems that the fraternities and sororities on the campus are 
under attack again. I have just finished reading, with much interest, 
the recent letter by Mr. Snodgrass of the Veterans’ Club. 


I was also somewhat amazed 
that Mr. Snodgrass, after attend- 
ing only two Student Senate ses- 
sions, has become an expert in 
the field of political science, gov- 
ernment and student affairs in 
general. 

IF MR. Snodgrass had long 
been a gladiator in the political 
arena, or if he had even taken 
an observer's interest in the po- 
litical process of student govern- 
ment, I would not have been 
prompted to write this letter. 

The Vets’ Club and Mr. Snod- 
gress cannot understand why it 
was suggested that their political 
aspirations were labeled “im- 
mature.” For the sake of the stu- 
dent body, I will attempt to give 
my personal evaluation of this 
charge. 

NO GREEK or student official 
will ever object to a second polit- 
ical party on campus, In fact, we 
welcome such as a correct exer- 
cise of the democratic way of 
doing things. The objection rests 
in the Vets’ Club “hate Greek” 
campaign and their exploiting of 
the Independent students. 

The Greeks have always main- 
tained that the best and most 
qualified student should hold po- 
litical office, in spite of Mr, Snod- 
grass’ unrealistic comment con- 
cerning a blindly operating point 
system. This contention by the 
Greeks holds true whether the 
student be Greek, Vet or Indepen- 
dent and is clearly exemplified by 
the appointment of Dick Wagner, 
a qualified Independent, to the 
position of Vice-President of the

rifice principle for expediency. 

My final hope is that the forth: 
coming campaign of the Veter 
ans and their associates will not 
be maintained at its present low 
level of emotional appeal. The 
students of Bradley University 
are far too intelligent to be mis: 
led by the “mudslinging” of any 
person or group of persons.

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Frosh Class Rated 
As Smartest Yet -- 
Potentially

Are our freshmen eggheads? 











Hardly. But there are some 
interesting facts which point to 
Bradley’s freshmen as a much 
smarter class — at least poten- 
tially — than the one of 1957, 
And the future looks bright: 
this year’s freshman class may 
not be the smartest after next 
year. 

This is what it looks like: the 


Dean of Admissions office has 
reported that 152 per cent of 
the Bradley first-semester fresh- 
men graduated from high school 
in the upper 10 per cent of their 
class. This can be compared to 
11.1 cent graduating in the 











same portion of their class and 
attending Bradley as a freshman 
in 1957. The difference can be

astic ranking apply just to the top 
10 per cent. Finishing in the up- 
per 25 per cent of their class were 
$L9 per cent of the freshmen as 
compared to 27.3 per cent of this

‘s sophomores. And 64 per 
mt of the frosh finished in the 
upper half of their senior classes. 
Only 62 per cent did the same in 
the year previous 

The result can probably be at- 
tributed to a tougher policy of 
admsision. And with such policies 
constantly getting tougher, a 
much more intelligent freshman 
class might be expected next 
year, 

Admission to Bradley is based 
on “evidence presented by appli- 
cants that they are capable of 
profiting from and contributing 
to one of the educational pro- 
grams of the University, accord- 
ing to the Stated Policy of Ad- 
missions for September. 

Criteria used to determine this 
Includes the applicant's high 
school scholastic and citizenship 
record, aptitude and achievement 
test results, recommendations of 
school officials and, at times, per- 
sonal interviews. 

College Entrance Examination 
Board test results are also re- 
quested of those who have taken 
them, 

Whether the freshman class 
lived up to its expectations or 
not and whether next year's frosh 
will continue to raise Bradley's 
Scholastic rating will be revealed 
In part, by next week and in part 
by next February.

‘An all-star basketball perform- 
er, an honor student with a near 
“a” average, and a leader in 
campus activities. 

Every college In the country 
would be proud to enroll any one 
of these three individuals, But 
Bradley went one step further in 
1955 when it enrolled the ver- 
satile Joe Billy McDade who has 
capably met all of the above 
qualifications. 

‘The most recent honor bestow- 
ed upon the lanky senior has 
been his selection to play in the 
annual Shrine East-West All-Star 

e in Kansas City, March 28. 
Before that date McDade and his 
teammates will be trying to lead 
the surprising Bradley five to 
more national prestige, possibly 
a major post-season tournament, 

As the tallest member of an 
exceptionally small club, the 6'5" 
center has been forced to sacri- 
flee three or four inches in height 
to almost every opposing pivot 
man he has gone up against. De- 
spite this disadvantage, McDade 
has usually managed to come 
out on top as his 171 rebounds 
indicate. 

Besides ranking among Mis- 
souri Valley leaders in rebound- 
ing, McDade has held his own as 
a scorer with a 13-point average. 
The tall Texan places second be- 
hind teammate Mike Owens in 
Valley shooting percentages with 
an impressive .529 mark. 

Possessing a varlety of shots, 
McDade has proved a difficult 
man to defend as many Bradley 
opponents have discovered this 
season. St. John's found this out 
the hard way. Expecting him to 





drive as he did in previous games, 
the Redmen allowed him to stay 
outside; McDade responded with 
a series of 20-foot set shots which 
“broke St. John’s backs," 

In a non-conference game 
against Gonzaga, McDade poured 
in 21 points and led both teams 
in rebounding while being guard- 
ed by the 7’3" Gonzaga center 
Jean Lefebvre, Hitting seven 
points in the first overtime per- 
jod of the Bradley-Cincinnati tilt, 
McDade forced the Bearcats into 
another overtime before they 
edged out the visiting Braves, 

The former Houston, Texas 
high school scholar is currently 
listed among “Who's Who Among 
College Students” and holds mem- 
bership in Omicron Delta Kappa, 
one of the nation’s largest leader- 
ship fraternities. As the Chief 
Justice of Brad Supreme 
Court and Student Senate repre- 
sentative, McDade plays a major 
role in handling the student body 
policies at Bradley

pefore, the Registtrar’s office re- 
ted this week. 

‘of the total full and part-time 
enrollment of 3,380, 8.7 per cent 
(295. students), dropped out of 
the University as compared to 
gg per cent (305) of the 3,183 
the year before. Probations de- 
crease was about the same: only 
494 per cent (659 students) in 
contrast to 21.0 per cent (681) for 
the 1957-58 semester. 

THE DECREASE in the over- 
all number of drops and proba- 
tions is even more remarkable 
when considering that Bradley's 
enrollment is up 197 over the 














same period of a year ago. Full- 
time students on pro and dropped 
from school numbered more, how- 
ever, than last year, but the dif- 
ference was made up by a great- 
ly better showing by part-time 
students. 

Five hundred seventy-three full- 
timers were on pro compared to 
544 last year, but only 86 part- 
time students were in the same 
fix. There were 137 the year be- 
fore. In the drops department, 
197 full-time students were let 
go last semester and only 166 a 
year before. In the part-time field 
only 98 were dropped compared 
to 139 last year. 

Breaking these figures down 
further into classes, they show 
that no class was better off than 


the class of the year before. How- 
ever, this year’s sophomores made 
the biggest transition from the 
previous year’s by placing only 
123 on probation. 

THIS IS only 16.7 per cent of 
their aggregation of 728. Last 
year the class of '60 had 198 of 
their total membership of 805 on 
probation, a percentage of 24.6. 

The freshmen went somewhat 
in the other direction, with 296 
of their class of 1,286 on pro. 
That's 23 per cent, Last year 183 
(18.3 per cent) of 999 were in the 
same condition. A lesser percent- 
age of them dropped out, how- 


ever: only 93 (7.2 per cent) 
against last year’s 75 (7.6 per 
cent). 


While sophomores improved in 


probation figures, it was not the 
case in drops. Sixty dropped out 
each year but the percentage in- 
creased from 7.5 last year to 82 
this year because of an increase 
in enrollment. 

THE JUNIOR class lost 39 of 
its members by the end of the 
semester as compared to only 22 
the year before, but again the 
increase in numbers makes the 
percentage difference only slight, 
In this case, it was 6.0 this year 
and 5.9 last year. The juniors 
have a full-time enrollment of 
649 this year. 

Seniors doubled their percent- 
age of probations with 11.0 (58) 
of their 514 meeting serious schol- 
astic trouble. Last year 28 of 
their total full and part-time en-

rollment of 505 (5.5 per cent) 
went on pro, 

But the seniors rebounded with 
only a remarkable 0.9 per, cent of 
the class dropping out of school. 
‘This affected only five members. 
Last year was only slightly dif- 
ferent, six dropping out for a 
percentage of 1.0, The low drop 
percentabe can be understand- 
ably accounted for by the “Why 
qquit now?” attitude. 

A word must be said for the 
fair sex on the campus in schol- 
astic ranks. Their figures show 
only 92 on probation as compared 
to 557 men. Only 37 of them drop- 
ped out in contrast to 258 men. 
This is entirely out of proportion 
to the men-women ratio on cam- 
pus, 3.28-1,

‘Thank you for last week's editorial regarding the Honor System, 
The criticism was constructive and the suggestions were encoura; . 
I could hardly say the same thing, however, about a letter that 
appeared in last week's Scout, written by a certain Mr. Wiberg. 11 
was more of an attack on the promoter of the system, namely myself, 
than a careful analysis of the merits and demerits of the proposeq 





Honor Code. 

The letter contained some emo- 
tionally-charged words like “Ges- 
tapo” and “Communists” in an at- 
tempt to discredit the Honor 
System. I need hardly say that 
name-calling or labeling, as this 
method is professionally called, 
is a sure sign that whoever re- 
sorts to it has lost the argument 
and abandoned reasoning to de- 
velop a false security based on 
emotional impulses. 

In the letter, I was called upon 
to snap out of my “mesperic 
state and wake up to the cold 
hard facts.” Let us see what the 
cold hard facts, according to Mr. 
“political editor," are. 

1, We cannot compare Brad- 
ley to other large universities.” 
I sufficient for me to men- 
tion that the Honor Code is 
used and it works at Colby 

Junior College, New London, 

N. H., where the enrollment is 

450. I trust this issmall enough? 

2, “Many” senators did not 
vote against the Honor System 
because they were afraid of the 
charge “non-democratic.” 

Here I am both puzzled and 
amazed by this strange paradox. 
It has been my conviction that 
Democracy is successful only if 
the constituents, particularly 
those in responsible positions, act- 
ed according to established prin- 
ciples, not guided by the fear 
of a detested charge or a label. 
If indeed the charge is true, then 
I am left with two alternatives. 
Either “many” of our senators 
are truly undemocratic for shy- 
ing the responsibility to stand up 
for their convictions, or else 
“many of our senators are hypo- 
crites. 

Since I am convinced that 
neither case is true, I am forced 
to conclude that the charge is 
false and hence unwarranted. 

3. Mike Suleiman is “narrow 
minded,” as witness his “atti- 
tude toward the Zionist move- 
ment in the Middle East.” 

I am fairly convinced that this 
charge was added to rally the 
the Honor System, simply be- 
cause of my personal conviction 
of the dangers of Zionism to Mid- 
East and world peace. I fail to 
see the connection between my 
stand on Zionism and the Honor 
System. 

However, let us see how nar- 
row-minded I am on the subject. 
In addition to hundreds of pamph- 
lets, booklets and articles, I have 
read (and not infrequently re- 
read) about 20 books on the Mid- 
dle East in general and the Arab- 
Israel issue in particular. I have, 
in my own modest library, 11 
books discussing all phases of the 
turbulent Near East. One of these 
volumes is Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Re- 
birth and Destiny of Israel. 

Moreover, I have recently ord- 
ered three more books on the 
current developments in the area, 
one of which is The Revolt: Story 
of the Irgun, by Menachem Begin, 
Who commands the terrorist Is- 
raeli army — Irgun. In his book, 
he tells how the Deir Yassin mas- 
Sacre of 250 Arab men, women 
and children caused the Pales- 
ee a 
treasurer of Wakapa, and a mem- 
ber of the the Federation of 
Scholars. 

It is but a small tribute to say 
“Hats Off’ to this most deserv- 
ing, hard-working student.

If further information is desired 
on the honor system, I would be 
more than glad to furnish it 
Discussion and debates on the 
Subject are most welcome.

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Wagner, Miller Propose 
Simplified Constitution

A new, shortened Constitution was presented to the Student 
Senate Tuesday by Roy Miller. A move by Phil Kronenberg to table 
the motion indefinitely was called out of order, allowing the bill to 
be presented. Indefinitely shelving the constitutional amendment at 
this time would have had the same effect as defeating it. 

THE NEW Constitution, proposed by Dick Wagner, incorporates 
most of the things included in the old Constitution, with one major 
exception. According to Roy Miller “it eliminates the Executive 
Branch of the student government.” 


In a speech to the Senate, Wag- 
ner stated that “We, the mem- 
bers of Bradley University’s Stu- 
dent Federation, have experi- 
enced, in my opinion, for the 
most part, a very unprofitable 
year in carrying out those duties 
with which we were all obll- 
gated.” 

He later said that the crux of 
the problem was with the pres- 
ent three branch system of gov- 
ernment, He stated that the new 
constitution, which establishes 
only a Senate and Judicial branch, 
would make for “the most effi- 
cient form of student govern- 
ment.” 

He feels the new Constitution 
would “make for the most effi- 
cient student government.” 

MILLER SAID he presented 
the new Constitution because he 
feels it is “the best and most 
effective method for student gov- 
ernment to function, 

There is now a two-week wait- 
ing period before the amendment 
is brought up to be voted on. 
This will give individual senators 
and the Constitutional Commit- 
tee time to study it and see if 
the switch from the tri-branch 
type of government to the dual- 
branch is in order. 

..In other Senate action, an Elec- 
tion Code of Ethics Bill was 
passed. 

THE BILL, presented by Doro- 
thy Wilson, provides for: all red 
tape to be eliminated in accept- 
ing nominations from indviduals 
or groups; an effort to have stu- 
dents nominated for their quali- 
fications and not for their asso- 
ciation with a certain group; dis- 
couragement of any move to have 
a slate of candidates; a reminder 





to students voting that “the best 
qualified candidates are those 
who will attain the objectives of 
the university,” and they should 
give full support to the candi- 
dates elected 

SCHOOL ELECTIONS have 
been changed from May 6 to 
April 22. The Change of Election 
Date Bill was presented to the 
Senate by Dave Tucker. 

The earlier election date will 
enable newly elected officers to 
become familiar with their jobs. 

Rick Rademacher declared that 
‘The new student government 
needs time to become oriented to 
their posts,” He reminded Senate 
members that “last year they 
had but one meeting prior to 
summer vacation.” 

RADEMACHER said the ear- 
lier election date will give new 
Senate members “three weeks to 
become acquainted with the Con- 
stitution and parliamentary pro- 
cedure.” 

Cheerleaders were voted $300 
by the Senate to pay for their 
expenses to the NIT tournament 
in New York. The appropriations 
were gven under the Distribution 
of Homecoming Funds Bill the 
Student Senate passed. 

This is double the amount 
given Jast year, when three cheer- 
leaders were alloted $50 toward 
their tournament expenses. How- 
ever, according to agreement, the 
money was returned to the 
school. The girls only make the 
trip if the Braves win their first

Success Depends 
On Alums, Friends 


The Development Fund Pro- 
gram of Bradley, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. A. G. Haussler, vice 
president, is a program concerned 
with the improvement of campus 
facilities and the broadening and 
strengthening of academic 
courses, 

The growth and development 
of Bradley since its founding in 
1897 is a story of the faith and 
dedication of many. This, Brad- 
ley’s 62nd year, is a great year in 
the life of the university, marking 
the start of a new era of op- 
portunity. 

THE BRADLEY Development 
Program depends principally on 
the quality of its work and the 
enthusiasm of its alumni and 
friends, Bradley hus never re- 
sorted to high pressure metnods 
to produce money for a devslop- 
ment program. 

The biggest event in Bradley 
development during this school 
year was the dedication and open- 
ing of the new Murray M. Baker 
School of Business Administra- 
uon building. 








There have been numerous gifts 
made to Bradley in the last year 
in the form of grants, scholarship 
financing and gifts designated 
for certatin developments or 
buildings. 

UNRESTRICTED GIFTS, of 
which Bradley was the recipient, 
were many. The unrestricted-gift 
dollar is referred to by many col- 
lege administrators as the “two 
dollar dollar." It is free from 
restrictions as to use and can 
be employed where it will best 
advance the welfare of the whole 
Institution. 

Another program which comes 
under the heading of the Develop- 



















ment Program is the Harry H. 
Rair Educational Assistance Plan 
for Caterpillar employees. 
Through this plan, Caterpillar 
employees may enroll in Bradley 
courses paying half tuition. Cat- 
erpillar Tractor Co. pays the re- 
maining half of the tuition 
amount to Bradley, free and 
above the tuition. 

Bradley contributors and hene- 
factors are kept informed of the 
progress of the Development 
Program and of significant hap- 
penings on campus by Memo. 
Memo is a publication issued 
from the office of Dr. A. G. 
Haussler three tmes a year, 
March, July and December. The 
March Memo will list all of Brad- 
ley’s benefactors since July 1, 
1958. Material is being compiled 
by Dr. Haussler at the present 
time. 

IT IS NOT difficult to docu- 
ment the need for the establish- 
ment of an intelligent develop- 
ment program and fund, Associ- 
ate Dean Vern Alden of Harvard 
recently wrote: 

“Institutions which lag behind 
in their long-range planning ef- 
forts will soon find themselves 
out-distanced by competing col- 
ley and universities which have 
joped more appealing pro- 
grams to attract high-quality 
students and financial support.” 

In the near futkure, Dr. Haus- 
sler will be making a trip east 
to call on some of the large foun- 
dations and corporations for con- 
tributions. Contributions will be 
made in the interest of the Brad- 
ley Development Fund Program.

Leads MVC In Marksmanship

“The bigger they are, the hard- 
er they fall.” 

This seems to be the outlook 
of Bradley guard Mike Owens 
who makes a habit of playing his 
est games against the strongest 
opposition. Cincy, St. Louis and 
St. John’s, all nationally rated 
quints, will quickly testify to this 
statement on the basis of the red- 
headed junior’s performances 
against the two powers. 

An underdog Bradley quint in- 
yaded Madison Square Garden 
early this year with an injured 
Owens a doubtful starter. But 
Owens, hampered by back and 
knee ailments, turned in one of 
his finest performances as he 
pumped in 18 points in quarter- 
backing the Braves to a 71-66 up- 
set victory on the Redmen’s home 
court. 

St. Louis was the victim of a 
similar outburst when Owens 
helped lead the Braves to a 72-65 
revenge win over the tall, talent- 
ed Billikens. After breaking the 
Bills’ defense all night for close- 
in shots, Owens and running 
mate Bobby Joe Mason went into. 
their patented stall for the final 
three minutes, adding “insult to 
injury” to the baffled Missouri- 
ans. 

Owens has proved to be one 
of the most accurate marksmen 
in college basketball with a .502 
shooting percentage and an .804 
free throw mark. His 58.1 shoot- 
ing average in league games 
places him number one in that 
allimportant department. 

Along with this impressive rec- 
ord, Owens is rated by oppos- 
ing coaches as one of the MVC'’s 
finest passers. The Galesburg 
junior has a way of finding the 
“open man" on Bradley's fast 
moving offense. A tricky bounce 
pass fo forward Danny Smith 
under the basket is one of his 
specialties. 

Owens’ long jump shots from 
behind the circle have forced 
many opponents’ defenses to 
shift, thus enabling Bradley to 
move the ball under for their 
favorite close-in shots. Another 
talent of the Bradley “sparkplug” 
is his ability to press an oppo- 
nent without fouling him, Owens 
has committed but 40 fouls all 
year, an average of less than two 
a game. 

With a 10.2 scoring average, 
Owens has made a notable in- 
crease over the 7.6 average he 
contributed as a starter on last 
year’s squad which compiled a 
20-7 record, As a Frosh, Owens 
led coach Joe Stowell’s undefeat- 
ed charges with a 15 point aver- 
age.

Demonstrator 


The Electrical Technology De- 
partment of Bennett College was 
recently presented with a demon- 
strator unit by the IBM Corp,, 
accordng to Asst. Prof. of Indus- 
trial Education Lyle Bishop. 

The demonstrator, built by IBM 
for its own educational training 
Program, uses the binary count 
system and was given to Ben- 
nett College for the promotion of 
interest in electronics, Bishop 
said.

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How BU Compares To

How does Bradley rank in ex. 
tra-curricular life with other col- 
leges and universities of the na- 
tion? 

This question was brought to 
the fore last week with the ap- 
pearance in the Saturday Evening 
Post of an article by Jerome El- 
lison entitled, “Are We Making a 
Playground Out of College?” 

Tn the article, Ellison, an Indi- 
ana University professor, pre- 
sented his viewpoint on the “Sec: 
ond Curriculum” of American 
colleges, the social life. Most of 
it downgraded the extra-curricu- 
lar activities and, in general, call- 
ed for more emphasis on studies 
and less on the social life at col- 
leges. 

Ellison made a number of 
charges concerning the “Second 
Curriculum,” as he called it. Be- 
ing a college town, Peoria citizens 
probably took more interest in 
the Post article than many other 
communities, 

Just how does Bradley rank 
in reference to some of these 
charges? Let's look. 

MARRIAGE 

Bilson pointed out in his article 
that many girls go to college 
just to get married. Once this is 
accomplished many of them drop 
out. “More than a fifth of the 
students are married” with some 
housing trouble resulting for 
married students. 

Although Bradley has a much 
smaller enrollment than the col- 
leges and universities Ellison 
talked about, his charge about 
the number of married students 
applies here. Records at the 
Registrar’s office show Bradley 
has more married students than 
the average larger school!

When not writing or teaching, 
Dr. Whalen enjoys swimming and 
dancing. “My wife and I love to 
dance,” Dr. Whalen states. “She 
was a dancing instructor before 
‘we were married.” And, while he 
‘was superintendent of schools in 
Pan American, Texas, they owned 
a dancing studio where they both 
taught ballroom, ballet, toe and 
tap, 

“I really enjoy my work here 
at Bradley and I like the city of 


Peoria,” Dr. Whalen states. “I've 
met a lot of students here that 
I taught in high school,” he said. 
While at Hillsboro High School, 
Dr. Whalen taught and coached 
junior varsity football and bas- 
ketball and had Larry Mormino 
on the team.

Owens sank 63 of 120 shots for 
525 to break Robertson's hold 
on offensive records, Ted Lucken 
bill, Houston, hit 51.1 on 92 of 180. 
Bob Nordmann, St. Louis, took 
only 49 shots but hit 26 for 53.1. 

Jimm Mudd, North Texas, fin 
ished as runner-up to Robertson 
In the scoring race with 335 
points, a 23.9 average, Bob Ferry, 
St, Louis senior, was third with 
295 points (21.0), followed by 
Houston sophomore Gary Phillips 
with 256, an 18.3 average. 

Ferry and Mudd trailed Robert- 
son in rebounding with 182 and 
169 respectively.

The committee is designed to 
cooperate to its fullest with the 
Peoria CD authorities. To answer 
your question specifically, our 
warning will come from Peoria 
Civil Defense by means of a 
phone call to Nelson who will 
notify Vice President A, G. Haus- 
sler or Hugh Macmillan. Dr. 
Haussler or Macmillan, whoever 
is available, is charged to notify 
the various departments of the 
impending disaster. 

All buildings on campus with 
basements, such as the dormi- 
the Student Center, Li- 
Bradley Hall and others, 
nated as shelter areas. 
‘These buildings are to be used 
as shelters in case of a five- 
minute, or less, alert. 

From that time, as mentioned 
Jast week, CONBLRAD will be 
the KEY to CALM. Along with 
CONELRAD we will be able to 
depend upon Peoria Civil De- 
fense Personnel for drections, 
man-power, and traffic control. 
Bradley's AFROTC Wing is pre- 
pared to contribute man-power to 
traffic control and directive duties 
duties throug hits Air Police, 
Drill Team, and specialized squad- 
rons. 

This project is presently under 
the drection of C/Captain Bob 
Blaydes. These squadrons are in- 
structed and prepared to handle 
such problems. 

Should tme permt, and ONLY 
if time permits, evacuation will 
be attempted. This step should 
undertaken ONLY by the direc- 
tion of CD authorities through 
CONELRAD or your local war- 
den. Bradley's evacuation order 
would come to us from Maojr 
Nelson, some member of his com- 
mittee, or Peoria Civil Defense 
officials. 

In the event of such an order 
we would be directed to proceed 
out Route 8, Farmington Road, 
toward Farmington. In order to 
make such an evacuation success- 
ful we must maintain order and 
calm and follow the directions of 
the CD Police or other designated 
authorities without question. 
Again, I say, thsi plan should not 
be undertaken unless the order 
is given and it will not be given 
unless time permits. 

Darrell, it is each person's own 
responsibility to know hiw to 
protect himself and know what to 
do In ease of an emergency. You 
should know how to conduct your- 
self in case of attack, or natural 
disaster, as well, if not better 
than vou know how to bandage a 
cut finger. 

There is, however, a great dif- 
ference of first aid knowledge for 
a cut finger may not cost you 
your life, lack of Civil Defense 
knowledge may.

Forgotten amid the excitement 
of the Bradley basketball team’s 
return trip from New York is 
the fact that Coach Billy Stone's 
football squad has been hard at 
work in the Men’s Gym and out 
on the practice field for the past 
three weeks. 

Spring football practice, which 
embraces college campuses from 
Louisiana State to Notre Dame, 
has been quietly but efficiently 
taking place on the Hilltop cam- 
pus. The spring drills have had 
special meaning this year because 
Coach Stone has revealed his

Some thirty enthusiastic ath- 
letes have been experimenting 
with the new system, and, in 
the words of Stone, “We have 
been very pleased wth the way 
the boys are adopting to it.” He 
declined to mention the principles 
of the offense stating that it is 
still only in an experimental 
stage. 

Much of Stone's and assistants 
Bill Zimmer and Jake Schoof’s 
time has been occupied with find:

SCOUTS from campus Thursday is 
still undetermined, but hardly any- 
one would rule out the possibility 
that this lack of distribution may 
tie in with an editorial printed in 
the paper.

Several issues ago the SCOUT 
came out with the qualifications 
and party platforms of the United 
Students and Progressive parties. 
Later the SCOUT editor made an 
evaluation of each party's platform 
in an editorial, 

MOST RECENTLY, the campus 
newspaper came out with an issue 
(I was one of the fortunate ones to 
read it) in. which it stated that 
their decision to back Wagner and 
Miller in the upcoming elections 
was made in a staff meeting where 
the editors were given a chance to 
state their opinions and take a 
stand on either of the two candi- 
dates, Wagner and Slavens. 

It was somewhat surprising, more 
correctly shocking, as the editorial 
sald that six out of seven of these 
had Greek affiliation, Why should 
this be of such significance? 

WHETHER OR not we agree with 
the stand the SCOUT has taken, 
should we not be fair and open 
minded enough to look at the mo- 
tives—or shall we say lack of mo- 
tives—behind their decision. To be 
sure, we can not acuse them of do- 
ing it for political gains. For to 
back candidates of the opposing 
party publicly is not the “smartest’* 
thing for Greeks to do 

There must have been soine mo- 
tive, some conviction, however, be- 
cause in the past few days we need 
only look around and keep our ears 
open to the comments and critic- 
isms which this has brought upon 
these of the editorial staff. 

THIS DECISION and the motives 
behind it could, under the circum- 
stances be nothing but a basic be- 
lief in the duty of each individual— 
and in this case—the press, to take 
a stand, publicly, based upon no- 
ing but sheer honesty—nothing 

but the truth—that they, regardless 
of their affiliation, believed that the 
independent candidates were most 
qualified to represent the entire 
student body. 

Every man has his own ideals— 
his own principles to guide him. 
A newspaper whether in town, city, 
or on a college campus has its prin- 
ciples to guide it, too. And, can we 
consider the consequences which 
this could bring about, dispute the 
words of the SCOUT staff when it 
said that they felt it was their duty 
—their obligation to take a stand 
on the candidates, to back those 
which they felt were best qualified. 

THE CRITICISM which have been 
floating around campus concerning 
“the mouthpiece of the Progressive 
Party”, which the SCOUT has at 
various times been called, has for 
the most part been directed at the 
editor, up til now. For, it seems to 
have been brought to light that the 
editor had the full support of his 
staff behind him and that it was a 
Joint decision to print an editorial 
backing the independent candidates 
for president and vice-president of 
the Senate. 

Whether independent or Greek, 
we can not help but respect a group 
of students such as these — and 
whether or not we agree with them

(The following is a summerization of the SCOUT 
editorial, “You And The President.”) 


The editorial that appeared in the limited edition 
of last Thursday’s SCOUT asked that student voters, when 
they go to the polls on Wednesday, cast their ballot for Dick 
Wagner and Roy Miller as president and vice-president of 
the student body.

Hectic At Times, Wasn't It? 


Today’s the day that many concerned with campus poli- 
tics in one fashion or another breathe that deep sigh of relief. 
For yesterday marked the close of the most unusual campaign 
in Bradley’s history. ; 

This campaign, which became public on March 19 with 
the anonuncement of partial slates in the SCOUT, has many 
firsts to its credit, including campaign speeches by various 
candidates to organized groups, a political convention, nearly 
unlimited distribution of flyers on campus, confiscation of 
some 2,000 copies of the SCOUT, which for the first time, 
took a definite stand in relation to campus politics, the hanging 
in effigy of a campus leader and city-wide press, radio and 
television coverage.

Few 
ean deny that interest hit an all-time high, though, at the 
time of this writing, the total vote wasn’t known. 

Now that it’s over, maybe campus life will return to 
normal. Maybe, but we wonder what the yearbook will bring. 


A Job Well Done 


The new student administration elected yesterday must, 
by somewhat of a twist of fate, perhaps, face many of the 
same problems that the Rick Rademacher administration was 
to have solved. The one that gave the outgoing legislators the 
most difficulty was, as most of us know, the Constitution they 
had to work with. 

This problem was finally solved, however, with the re- 
cent adoption of a new Constitution, which both sides agree 
will be much more workable than the present one. 

Much of the time, Rademacher’s administration had a 
minimum of support from the Greeks in Senate, the same 
Greeks who were responsible for nominating him for his un- 
opposed victory in last year’s election. 

But, despite problems, the administration did make 
some notable accomplishments. Rat Court and compulsory 
frosh attendance at home football games, of course, must 
rate near the top of the list. Those two items did much to 
bolster school spirit among not only the freshmen, but the 
entire University. 

Other noteworthy accomplishments include a detailed 
and complete parking survey, the re-organization of Senate 
committees and the passage of the Limitation of Offices Bill. 
Also, work has been started to return the annual Campus 
Day to Bradley, making it a state-wide affair. 

Of course, the administration can claim other worthy 
achievements, but these definitely rate among the most im- 
portant. 

To Rick Rademacher we can but say that, although opin- 
ion has at times run against you, we feel you've done a com- 
mendable job in guiding Bradley's student government through 
a rather tumultuous year. Congratulations and the best of 
success in the upcoming years.

Radio WSIV has provided num- 
erous opportunities for Bradley 
students to gain air experience.

Peoria College 
Administrative 
In Function 


Administration is the function 
of Peoria College according to its 
Dean, W. W. Grimm. 

As stated in the Bradley Uni- 
versity Bulletin, Peoria College 
meets the needs of two groups 
of students: those preparing for 
admission to professional schools, 
and those students enrolled for 
two years under any one of the 
various technical programs. 

“Peoria College administers the 
first two years of all pre-profes- 
sional courses," Grimm said. 
These Include pre-medicine, pre- 
dentistry, pre-legal, pre-pharm- 
acy and medical techniligy. 

As for the two year technical 
programs, students may be 
awarded a certificate after com- 
pleting a minimum of 60 hours 
in one of the following fields: sec- 
retarial, automotive technology; 
building construction technology, 
applied electricity, machine draft- 
ing technology, metal technology 
and wood technology, as listed in 
the university bulletin, 

Ninety-one students are enrol- 
led in the pre-professional pro- 
grams and 90 in the technical pro- 
grams, Grimm said. He also said 
that the 50 student nurses at 
Methodist Hospital are enrolled 
in Peoria College.

Grad School 
Enrollment 
Up To 326 


“Three hundred twenty-six sty. 
dents are enrolled in Graduate 
School this semester,” according 
to Dr. Ray Lepley, Dean of the 
Graduate School. “This is an jn. 
crease of 20 students for the 
same period last year," he cop. 
tinued. 

According to figures just re. 
leased by the school, the second 
semester always has a lower en. 
rollment but the encouraging fant 
is that last year’s total number 
of graduate students for the first 
semester was 348, the same num. 
ber that enrolled first semester 
this year. The number of stu. 
dents that dropped out was much 
smaller for the second semester 
this year. 

“Maybe it's that more people 
are getting interested in teach. 
ing,” the dean continued. The fig. 
ures prepared by the Graduate 
School seem to bear this out 
“Last year there were only 75 
students enrolled in graduate 
education courses: this year 
there are 106 students,” said Lep 
ley. He went on to show the en- 
roliment figures for some of the 
other departments of the Grad- 
uate School. 

“Industrial Education—22 stu. 
dents last year, 23 now; Art — 
three students last year, four this 
year; General Business and Mar- 
keting — 43 students last year, 
now 51 students; Engineering — 
15 students last year, now 11; 
Psychology—seven students last 
year, now nine students; and in 
Speech a very impressive rise: 
last year two graduate students 
and this year 11 graduate stu- 
dents,” according to Lepley. 

Dean Lepley further empha 
sized “By 1970 there will be twice 
as many people in college." He 
reminisced slightly as he spoke 
about the summer session of 
1945, the first time graduate 
courses were offered. “There was 
just a handful at that time; now 
there are 326 graduate students,” 
he pointed out.

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Article By Deceased Bradley 
V-P Found; Recently Published 


‘An article written by the late C. W. Hewitt, former vice presi- 
dent of Bradley University, has just been published in “The Ex- 
ponent” a magazine published by the Iowa Engineering Society. 

The article, entitled “Advice to Young Engineers" was found In 
one of his desk drawers following his death last June. 

Mr.° Hewitt, who had served 





in the Advertising and Public Re- 
lations Department of the Gen- 
eral Filter Company in Ames, 
Towa, following his retirement 
from Bradley, pointed out the 
advantages to young engineers 
who are interested in the field 
of water treatment. 

“The field of water treatment, 
sewage and industrial waste 
treatment is expanding much 
more rapidly than engineers are 
being trained or qualified for this 
Kind of work,” he said in the 
article. “More and more indus- 
tries are finding it desirable and 
economical to use treated water 
4n various manufacturing proc: 
esses, As power plants increase 
the use of high pressure boilers, 
treated water becomes a neces- 
sity. Municipalities are finding 
it more and more desirable to 
furnish their citizens with better 
water, free from iron and unde- 
sirable tastes and odors. In areas 
where the water supply is ex- 
tremely hard, it is often econom- 
ical to install a municipal soft- 
ening plant. 

"State laws and popular de- 
mand have made bette rsanitation 
in the way of sewage and indus- 





trial waste treatment a hecessity. 
The’ growing demand for swim- 
ming pools has created a demand 
for water filtration equipment 
designed for that particular use 
and a number of other special 
installations present a wide vari- 
ety of water treatment poblems.” 

Mr, Hewitt goes on to point out 
that there is a scarcity of men 
trained in this field of work. He 
advises young men in civil and 
meihanisal engineering to consid: 
er the field, elther in sales engi- 
neering or in equipment design.

Jobst Addition

The Bradley Board of Trustees 
approved the construction of a 
$170,000 addition to the engineer- 
ing laboratories of Jobst Hall at 
{ts regular monthly meeting Mon- 
day afternoon. 

THE NEW lab, which will cover 
an area 60 by 160 feet with a 
height of 22 feet, will be added to 
the existing laboratories on Glen- 
wood avenue. Additional parking 
space will be provided adjacent 
to the building to compensate 
for parking area lost through 
consrtuction of the laboratory, 

Contributions from industries 
and individuals interested in en- 
gineering will finance the new 
puilding. The first gift of $5,000 
was made last fall by V. Jobst & 


Sons. 
Additional gifts and pledges 
since that time total approxi 





mately $50,000. The Bradley Board 
of Trustees will undertake an in- 
tensive campaign in the next few 
weeks to raise the remaining 
$115,000 needed to complete the 
project. 

IN COMMENTING on the 
Boards action, Pres. Rodes said, 
‘—In view of the phenomenal 
growth of Bradley's College of 
Engineering from 250 to 750 stu- 
dents within the past few years 
and the addition of a curriculum 
in electrical engineering which 
will graduate its first seniors 
next month, we have completely 
outgrown our laboratory facili- 
ties for instruction In the very 
critical field of engineering.” 

He continued, “Although there 
are other colleges and depart- 
ments at Bradley which also need 
additional and improved facilities, 
the urgency of providing well- 
qualified engineers to industry 
and the nation has given this 
project first priority.”

A blazing fast ball, a tricky 
curve, excellent control and a 
great deal of confidence in his 
teammates. 

These are the ingredients that 
have established Bradley's Har- 
old Kunkel as one of the Mis- 
souri Valley's top hurlers, The 
junior righthander has already 
registered five victories without 
a loss in early season play while 
his teammates have compiled an 
almost equally impressive 10-2 
mark, 

“It's not difficult to be a win- 
ning pitcher when you get sup- 
port like I've had in recent 
games,” confides Kunkel, who 
feels that the robust hititng has 
relieved a great deal of the pres- 
sure a starting pitcher must face. 

However, Kunkel failed to add 
that only a fraction of the Brad- 
ley run production would have 
been sufficient to win the games 
he has picthed.

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Diana Finds Supermarkets, 


A trip to the supermarket is 
all that is necessary for the 
American housewife to complete 
her entire grocery shopping. But 
for Diana Woodley the supermar- 
ket is something completely new. 


The neat and attractive brown- 
eyed brunette greets visitors at 
the Bradley University Student 
Center, where she is a reception- 
ist, with her cheerful smile and 
Australian accent. Her slim 6544" 
are the personification of efficien- 
cy as she holds watch over the 
Student Center desk. 

Diana came to Peorla about a 
month ago with her husband 
Colin, after a short stay in Van- 
couver, Canada. Both Diana and 
Colin were born and raised in 
Sydney, Australia. Colin is now 
a mechanical engineer at LeTour- 
neau Westinghouse in Peoria. 
They reside at 726 Jackson St. 

Diana considers the housewife’s 
role In America quite different 
from that in Australia. “When we 
go shopping in Australia” she 
tells us, “Wwe go to the butcher 
shop for meat, to the baker for 
baked goods, to the green grocer 
for fruits and vegetables, and to 
the grocer or delicatessen for 
canned goods.” Australian wives 
can not rely on frozen foods for a 
quick dinner, as only a few deli- 
cacies are found in frozen form. 
“The Americans eat more!” she 
says, “and there is much greater 
variety in foods here.” 

The Australian family does not 
go to a restaurant for dinner as 
frequently as do the Americans, 
and their restaurants are not as 
elaborate as some of the ones 
the Wooleys have visited here. 

“I had never seen a tea bag 
before I came to America. But tea 
is the Australians’ favorite bev- 
erage." They brew their own tea 
from the tea leaves, she explain- 
ed. Australians like cokes, but 
she estimates they drink only 
about half as many as Americans 
do. The milk carton was a new 
innovation just before Diana left 
there —in fact, until about six 
years ago their milk was sold in 
cans. 

Terminology has caused Diana 
a little difficulty since her ar- 
rival here. What we call a cookie, 
Diana calls a biscuit — a biscuit 
there is a bread roll. An Austral- 
jan at a candy counter asks for 
a “block of chocolate” rather than 
a candy bar, and instead of buy- 
ing a spool of thread at the no- 
tions counter, he buys a “reel of 
cotton” at the haberdashery. 

Australia’s department stores 
are similar to America’s but they 
have no bargain basements. When 
the women go on a ‘downtown 
shopping trip” they dress with 
the greatest care. “If a woman 
wears slacks,” Diana says “every- 
one stops and stares at her.” In

Fashions of Australia are nop 
strikingly different from ours, 
“But I was very surprised by the 
colored nylon stockings 1 say 
women wearing here,” she adds, 

Washing machines are tarp 
with the Australian Working 
class. “We haven't nearly as many 
cars, and the ones we do haye 
aren't as modern as the ones Tve 
seen in America.” 

Entertainment in Australia is 
largely in the home — tn spite 
of the fact that it is less expen. 
sive to go out for an evening 
there. “Sports are very popular 
wit hweather permittting them 
all year, and we love to go to the 
beaches which are casily acces. 
sible six months of the year 
Australians go to the movies 
about as frequently as Ameri. 
cans, and dinner dances are very 
popular. Frequently, a few couples 
get together for record enevings 
when they dance and talk and 
listen to music. TV in Australia 
is only about three years old, but 
Diana was surprised to find that 
“many of the programs I see 
here are the same ones I watched 
in Sydney. 

Diana and Colin made their 
trip to Peoria by way of Las 
Vegas, a city that thoroughly 
astonded them. “There is no city 
in Australia like that!” she ex- 
claimed. 


Other sights that impressed 
them were the beauty of the 
Grand Canyon and the size and 
advanced design of the buildings 
in the American cities, 

The Wooleys are happy to be 
in America. Diana is enjoying her 
work at Bradley where she loves 
meeting people and is finding

Parking Problem One Of 
‘Degree And Future,’ CIC 


By LOWELL RINKER 
Just what is the status of Bradley's parking problem? Or Is it 


really a problem 
“It would seem 





that the problem is one of degree and future 


difficulty” rather than a present problem, according to a recent 
report by the Student Senate Campus Improvement Committee con- 





cerning the parking situation. 

During a survey taken first 
semester, the committee found 
evidence that nowhere near all 
of the available parking space 








on the campus was being used at 
any 


The number of 
sold during the 
seme sed by just four 
the approximated number of 
available parking spaces, 1,800. 

The area involved in the sur- 
vey was bounded on the north 
by W. Columbia Ter., on the east 
by University Ave. on the south 
by W. Barker Ave. and on the 
west by N. Cooper St. The ap- 
proximate 1,800 parking spaces 
found in this area included most- 
ly those in front of private resi. 
dences. 

The committee, then headed by 
Bob Shellgren, actually counted 
cars parked In the area, on dif- 
ferent days and at different times 
to determine how much of the 
space was being used. Again, 
counting all cars and not just 
those with Bradley parking de- 
cals, the group came up with 
this information:

The average 
number of cars parked in the 
area, according to our survey, 
was slightly under 1,000.” 

At the time of the committee's 
work there had been sold 1,804 
Bradley Parking Sticke 

Although the committee agreed 
there appears to be a parking 
problem on the inner campus, it is 
not so serious around the peri: 
meter of the area surveyed. 

“Tt was evident that the Field- 
house parking lot and the lot be- 
hind Siepert Hall were seldom 
used to their capacity,” the report 
states. “Tt also seemed to be

“In addition, it would seem that 
the space on Institute could be 
used by many more people.” On 
this street, and all other survey- 
ed, the committee found “much 
space wasted by improper or care- 
less or thoughtless parking.” 

A breakdown of information 
obtained from the decal number 
cards during the survey shows 
several things: 








More freshmen have cars than 
any other one class, More than 
543 freshmen, both men and wo- 
men, living in and out of the 
Peoria area, have cars registered 
with the university, Sophomores 
have 893, Juniors 386 and Seniors 
320. 

A great many more men drive 
cars around school than do wo- 
men. ‘There are but 163 cars 
registered to the fair sex as com: 
pared to 1,514 to men.

Brzenk To Go 
To Europe 
On Leave 


Bradley University’s Dr. Eu- 
gene Brzenk has been granted 
a sabbatical leave for the 1959-60 
school year according to Dean of 
the University Chester E. Sipple. 

The leave has been granted 
Braenk for travel and study 
abroad. 

Brzenk, who is an Associate 
Professor in the English Depart- 
ment, and is Director of fresh- 
man Composition, has been at 
Bradley for eight years, In ad- 
dition to composition he teaches 
courses in Victorian and Roman- 
tic Literature. 

‘At present he is teaching the 
course in English Usage on 
WMBD-TV's Sunrise Seminar. 

Brzenk expects to leave Peoria 
in August 1959 and return in 
June or July 1960,He intends to do 
research in the libraries at Ox- 
ford, Florence, and Milan.

But to say that col- 
lege baseball, particularly in the Valley, is not of a high 
caiber is a fallacy.

The school year 1958-59 was highlighted by a number 
of firsts on the Bradley campus in the field of co-curricular 
activities. This year was the first year that the Student Sen. 
ate operated under the three- branch form of government, 
Early in the school year almost every issue of the SCOUT 
carried stories pointing up the weaknesses of the Senate as 
it experimented with this form of government. Admittedly, 
student government had its problems, but I feel the Senate 
members, and Rick Rademacher, President of the Student 
Federation, are to be congratulated for their acuity in singling 
out the cau of their difficulty and then taking steps to 
remedy the situation, 

Another first for Bradley was the establishment of a 
student Supreme Court which effectively and e ently han. 
dled the disposition of traffic appeals and several cases of 
violations of social regulations. 

Prior to the student elections this Spring a convention 
was held in the Fieldhouse which, for the first time on this 
campus, gave student candidates an opportunity to present 
their platforms to their fellow students. Because of the 
interest aroused by the convention and the actiye cam- 
paigning done by both parties, the percentage of students 
who voted was the largest ever. 


























Another highlight of the year was the generous response 
to the Campus Carnival which netted $1,000 more than any

Another achievement of the year was the tremendous 
response to the Blood Drive by students. The drive was con- 
ducted under the auspices of the executive branch of the 
Bradley Student Senate. The goal was set at 500 pints; how- 
ever, through the combined efforts of the various organiza- 
tions on campus, 557 pints were donated as of this date. 
Publicity for this drive was taken care of by Judy Watson 
and Howard McKibben. These individuals were assisted by 
Delta Phi Delta, the art fraternity, which contributed time 
and effort in designing posters for publicity. The Blood Gen- 
ter informs me that this is the highest numbers of pints of 
blood ever contributed in one school year by Bradley students, 
and it certainly represents a significant contribution to the 
community. 

The success of the activities in the Student Center has 
been a most important factor in improved student morale. 
It is difficult to imagine how we ever managed to have 
an activity program without the facilities and the capable 
leadership of the Center. 

The above are just a few of the highlights of what has 
been an exceptionally fine year for student participation in 
activities on the Bradley campus. With the added emphasis 
being placed on academic achievement at Bradley it is signifi- 
cant that the Bradley Student Senate passed a bill limiting 
the number of officers which can be held by an individual.

Bureau To Begin Inspection 
Of Private Student Housing 


The Housing Bureau will begin 
an inspection program of stu- 
dent housing in private homes on 
June 1. This is the first program 
of this kind to be conducted at 
Bradley. 

THE OBJECTIVE of the pro- 
gram is to inspect all housing 
listed with the Housing Bureau 
in order that an accurate list of 
University approved housing for 
men will be available at the Hous- 
ing Bureau, room 114, Bradley 
Hall. The inspection is expected 
to be completed by July 1. 

University regulations require 
that all freshman men who are 
not residents of Peoria must live 
in one of the residence halls, un- 
less special permission is given 
by the Dean of Student to reside 
elsewhere, This permission is 
given only for good and sufficient 
reason. 

HOUSING regulations also 
state that all single, undergrad- 
uate, upperclass male students

Enrollment Figures 
Show Probable 
'59-'60 Increase 


By LOWELL RINKER 

If early predictions mean any- 
thing, Bradley's fall enrollment 
should exceed the 3,380 students 
last year by between 20 and 120. 

Dean of Admissions Orville 
Nothdurft emphasized, however, 
that it was an “early” prediction. 
He forsees a fall enrollment of 
between $,400-3,500 after a look 
at the latest admission figures. 

SOME 1,539 freshmen have ap- 
plied for admission, as of the 
first of the week, and 1,151 were 
accepted. Eighty have since with- 
drawn, however. Matriculation 
fees have been paid by 564 fresh- 
men as compared with 512 last 
year. 

Nothdurft’s prediction for 
freshmen enrollment runs 50 stu- 
dents under last year's final en- 
rollment of 1,300. This might 
tend to prove the idea that Brad- 
ley is becoming more strict on 
its enrollment requirements. 

However, as of Monday the 
applications, those admitted and 
those who have paid the matricu- 
lation fee, were all running ahead 
of last year's figures. 

SOME 171 students have ap- 
plied for admission as transfer 
students — 13 more than last 
year and 47 more than in 1957 — 
and 76 have been admitted. Forty- 
seven of these have already paid 
matriculation fees, 

Thirteen of 20 students who 
_ have applied for readmission have 
been accepted,

college newspaper editors. 
A majority of the student 
s who responded said

nedy will win their party nomina- 
tions for the presidency in 1960. 

—The United States should 
recognize Communist China. 

—If necessary the United States 
should use force to maintain the 
corridors to West Berlin. 

—Newspaper men should have 
the right to keep their news 
sources confidential. 

Participating in the poll were 
40 editors at colleges in all parts 
of the United States. 

Twenty-six of the editors nam- 
ed Nixon as the most likely Re- 
publican candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1960. Another 13 named 
Governor Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York,

With their itinerary including 
26 states, southern Canada and 
northern Mexico, the pair will 
travel through such spots as the 
Badlands, Mt. Rushmore, Chey- 
enne, Wyo., Pikes Peak, Salt Lake 
City, Yellowstone National Park, 
Wancouver, B. C., Portland, Ore., 
Reno, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 


Hollywood, Palm Springs and 
Tijuana, Mexico. 
The return trip will include 


such sites as Las Vegas, Zion 
National Park, the Grand Canyon, 
the Painted Desert, the Petrified 
Forest, and other spots in New 
Mexico, Texas, Oklahoma, Kan- 
sas and Missouri. 

The boys emphasize that one 
of the purposes of the trip is to 


serve as goodwill ambassadors 
for Bradley and Peorla, They 
have a bundle of brochures ad- 
sing Bradley and Peoria to 
tribute to mayors and college 
presidents along their route. 
Gear for the trip will include a 
sleeping bag and a knapsack 
apiece. Tom and Jon will be tak- 
ing 35mm. colored slides along 
the trail, which they plan to show 
to Peoria civic groups upon their 
return, The boys will also take

checks for. We plan to work along 
the way if cash runs short.” 

Since the biggest problem is to 
present a clean-cut American boy 
appearance for prospective driv- 
ers, the boys report that they will 
not gesture with their thumbs, 
but will carry a 5 ft. long oil- 
cloth banner with ‘California’ 
written on one side.

STATING FREQUENTLY that 
he is not opposed to integration 
if the people want it, Faubus 
strongly declared, “Integration 
can’t be forced upon people. They 
should have the right to integrate 
if they choose or not to integrate 
if they believe it wrong. The 
people in Little Rock don’t seem 
to want integrated schools. They 
voted 21,000 to 7,000 to keep the 
high schools closed,” 

The Governor explained that he 
gladly welcomed the arrival of 
federal troops in 1957 saying, 
“The school integration decision 
by the Supreme Court Is a fed- 
eral order, so let the federal 
agents enforce it.” He accused the 
federal government of placing 
integration above peace and 
order, 

ACCORDING TO Faubus, 1,200 
to 1,500 high school students are 
attending public schools outside 
Little Rock or private schools in 
or outside Little Rock, while 300 
to 400 Negro students are not 
attending school although public 
schooling has been offered them. 
The Governor added, “I don't 
know when the high schools in 
Little Rock will be opened; liti- 
gation concerning my right to 
close the schools is still in pro- 
gress.” 

When asked why he thought 
violence would break out if Cen- 
tral High School was integrated 
in 1957, Faubus said that after

Yet most of this writing rarely reaches more than an audience of one — the English 
instructor. The members of the English staff have often wished that they could share some 
of the writing efforts of their students with the University community, but unfortunately 


no outlet for presenting such examples has been available before. 


It has been very gratifying therefore to have the editors of The Scout offer most gen- 
erously to turn over these two pages of their final edition for the publication of samples 
of student writing. Those whose writing appears on these pages present a cross section 
of student compositions that are more than “just another theme.” Of course, many more 
examples of effective student writing could have been printed had space permitted, but the 
selections included here, we hope, will suggest some of the diversity and richness that stu- 


dents’ writing can offer.

He also recalls the professor 
emphasizing that a paragraph 
must be a theme in itself, long 
enough to be effective, well de- 
veloped, and correct in form. 


The student learned, too, that 
he must not use vague pronouns 
to refer to whole preceding sen- 
tences. This, of course, is an 
essential rule for good writing. 
The student also knows that in 
addition to using the correct 
spelling of homonymous words, 
contractions too, aren't acceptable 
in formal writing. The realiza- 
tion that an improper shift in 
person or tense will affect their 
grades made the student keep 
his eyes alert for improper sen- 
tence construction. The student 
also realized that the student 
should use synonyms for words 
which the student repeats many 
times in the student's writing. 
In addition, the student knows 
‘that the appearance of incom- 
plete sentence constructions in a 
theme is as awful as slang. This 
student is also aware that a 
comma splice represents failure 
on a theme, he avoids such faulty 
construction. Other mistakes 
which will result tn a falling 
grade on a theme are running 
Sentences together misspelling 
more than one word jn a hun- 
derd is also fatal. Also sentence 
fragments, To think correctly 
and write cautiously are two 
ways which the student uses to 
avoid faulty parallelism in his 
writing. As for punctuation, the 
student learned the proper use of 
the semicolon: the colon and also 
where to use commas and when 
to use apostrophes to form pos= 
sessives or plurals. 


But soon in his mental wan- 
derings, the student remembers 
the end of the first semester 
when he devised a plan which 
would enable other unfortunates 
to gain from his knowledge. 
What better way was there to 
inform the uninformed than by 
writing an English grammar 
book? He was very proud two 
weeks ago when Rancid House 
of New York released his four- 
Page volume appropriately titled 
Hieroglyphics Handbook. But this 
student, not content with the 
past, leaps up from his cot and 
declares that he will write a sup- 
plement to his text, a full®page 
of easy to tear out gummed la- 
bels, which the purchaser may. 
paste on all future themes. Each 
label, beautifully engraved in 
gold, wl contain just one letter 


Reviewing a Novel 


Rob Roy

In Roy Roy, Sir Walter Scott 
sets forth the life in England 
and Scotland during the eight- 
eenth century. Seen through the 
eyes of a city-bred man who must 
come to the English and Scottish 
countryside, the panorama of so- 
ciety presented is very broad, 
From a business house in Lon- 
don to a desolate Highland moor, 
the scenery provides a striking 
and necessary background for 
the events of the story and the 
pieture of life they paint. 

Most of the principal charac- 
ters represent qualities found in 
every segment of mankind. We 
see good, evil, honesty, and faith 
in one’s fellow man, Raleigh Os- 
boldistone, for example, is a pro- 
totype of every man whose self- 
ish and subtle desires lead him 
along the path to perdition. Diane 
Vernon, the heroine, portrays, 
on the other hand, the selfless- 
ness of one who is truly loyal 
to another person. Roy Roy, un- 
like any of the other characters, 
has two definite sides, He is

{s right; however, the people he 
wrongs in fighting can see him 
only as a bandit, all of whose 
activities are bad. Rob is a mer- 
clful man; it is his wife who 
makes up for these weak places 
in his outlaw’s armor. Helen Mac- 
Gregor Campbell Is in some ways 
the strongest and most dramatic 
bersonality of all those Scott cre- 
ated. Although not exactly blood- 
thirsty, she is a hard woman who 
would never hesitate to take the 
life of one who had wronged her 
or her kinsmen. That her motto 
must be “An eye for an eye ., ,” 
{s clearly shown in the scene fol- 
lowing the battle between the 


Highlanders and the English sol- 
diers. Helen Campbell orders 
Morris, a hostage taken to guar- 
antee MacGregor’s safety In cap- 
tivity, drowned to appease her 
anger and grief at her husband’s 
arrest, Her harshness is certain- 
ly not typical of womankind, but 
it does appear, and not rarely. 

The last well-known instance was 

that of the female Nazi judge 

who, during the Second World 

War, was known for her brutal 

decisions. 

Society as shown by Scott is 
pictured by a series of dramatic 
Incidents played against the back. 
ground of ordinary events such 
as the fox hunts at Osbaldistone 
Manor. The reader is made to 
feel that, although life on the 
surface in eighteenth century 
Great Britain seemed calm, great 
events were always brewing, 
stirred by intrigues. Political un- 
rest was so widespread that it 
touched everyone in some way. 
I do not mean to say that Scott's 
main emphasis is placed on this; 
he places more stress on the 
events which happen to only a 
few people because of the med- 
dlings of a few others, Rash- 
leigh’s scheme to ruin his uncle’s 
business for personal gain, as 
well as the skirmish between 
MacGregor’s clansmen and the 
English soldiers, is important to 
the people immediately involved 
but does not pretend to affect an 
entire country’s destiny. 

Francls Osbaldistone’s place in 
the novel shows the striking con- 
trasts among the customs of 
yarious places, He comes from 
the worldly life of Paris, in which 
outward appearances and man- 
ners are more important than 
inner values, to the physically 
narrower but intellectually broad- 
er world of Diana Vernon. At 
Osbaldistone Manor, Francis 
finds the activities in which he 
may engage limited, but the 
worlds which he may explore 
through books vast. This shows 
yet another side of eighteenth 
century upper middle class life, 
that of education and culture. By 
observing Rashleigh, we can also 
see that the clergy is still the 
most highly educated group. 
Rashleigh had been well taught 
at the seminary, and his knowl- 
edge, particularly of literature, 
appears great. 

When Francis finds it neces- 
Sary to travel through Scotland, 
he meets an entirely different 
type of people, a more primitive 
and colorful group than Scott has
